Multi-storey Parking Garages 


MULTI-STOREY PARKING GARAGES have long been familiar 
in this country but they have not multiplied here as they 
have in, for example, the cities of the United States and 
Canada, chiefly no doubt because we have been willing 
until fairly recently to tolerate kerbside parking and many 
sites of bombed buildings have been available for use as 
car parks. Most of these sites have now been redeveloped 
or are no longer available. 

With the rapid expansion of motor transport and the 
growing congestion of central urban areas the ultimate 
aim of our planners must be to eliminate kerbside parking 
altogether in order to ensure as free a flow of traffic as 
our antiquated road system will allow. Metered or free 
kerbside parking may continue for a time to be possible 
to a limited extent in certain areas, but there can be no 
doubt that ultimately we shall have to rely very largely 
on off-street parking in the form of underground and 
multi-storey parking garages. Many such projects are 
in hand or under consideration at the present time, par- 
ticularly of the latter kind, which are the more economical 
to construct and operate. 

There seems to be no doubt that the provision and 
operation of parking garages can be made a profitable 
business and that this is better left to free enterprise. 
That, at any rate, is the experience in the United States, 
where the whole problem has been intensively studied. 
In the course of his interesting address to the recent 
Public Works and Municipal Services Congress at Olympia,

Over five years have thus elapsed during 
which a great volume of architectural 
work has, for better or worse, been 
carried out.

THE COURT is now to advertise for a 
city architect to take over ‘as head of 
the city planning office and to be a means 
of liaison between architects and de- 
velopers and all authorities involved in 
the reconstruction of the city’ when the 
Planning Officer, Mr. Anthony Mealand, 
retires towards the end of 1961. There 
will be no age limit and the salary will 
be within the scale of £4,280 rising by 
biennial increments of £180 to £4,640.

THE NEW BUILDINGS for the expansion of 
the Teacher Training College at Newton

THE NEW PARISH CHURCH of Stevenage is 
prominently sited adjacent to the shopping 
precinct. The design, a fusion of traditional 
and modern on the basis of present-day struc- 
tural techniques, arises from this proximate 
position to the town centre and from the dual 
function as mother church to old and new 
Stevenage whilst providing daily services for 
the surrounding neighbourhood. The plan 
had to provide space for congregations of at 
least 800 when those from all the districts and 
their united choirs are gathered together, 
small chapels for private prayer and daily use, 
and abnormally extensive vestries, offices and 
committee rooms for the purposes of religious 
organisation and conference. 


Due to the low ground level in relation to 
the road frontages, the church floor is slightly 
raised and the whole ancillary accommoda- 
tion, vestries, Lady Chapel, etc., is placed 
underneath. The church is related visually 
to the town square by a slender, detached 
campanile consisting of prestressed concrete 
units supporting an open spiral stairway which 
rises to the belfry and gilded cross above, at 
a height of 106 ft. 


Prestressed concrete units have similarly 
been used to provide the main structure of 
the church itself where the aim has been to 
interpret the traditional elements of English 
church building in methods of construction 
and materials that are in harmony with the 
contemporary architecture of a New Town. 
Thus the aisled nave, vestigial triforium and 
clerestory are realised in a system of inter- 
lacing transverse and longitudinal arches 
which, whilst echoing some derivation from 
the gothic modes, achieve by their slender 
proportions a sense of space, lightness and 
height. Externally, the roofs are copper clad 
and the wall infillings between the reinforced 
concrete members which emerge as buttresses 
above aisle roof level, are of exposed aggre- 
gate pre-cast panels alternating with knapped 
flints set in concrete to give vertical emphasis 


Seating for full congregations will be sup- 
plemented by stacking chairs. The permanent 
seating by pews leaves ample room at both 
the west and east ends of the nave for such 


purposes as congregational baptisms and 


religious drama in which this Church intends 
to specialise. The eastern extremities of the 
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the prestressed concrete arches, 
interlacing transversely and longi- 
tudinally, are modern in concep- 
tion but retain Gothic affinities.

north and south aisles which in churches of 
the last century were often occupied by 
vestries, are available as side chapels for 
private prayer since stairways on both sides 
of the chancel lead down to the vestries in 
the undercroft. It is thought that this arrange- 
ment will be effective for the ordering of pro- 
cessions and for the production of religious 
drama; it will also provide convenient access 
between the various assembly rooms and the 
church for services before or after confer- 
ences and parochial functions. 


The church proper is heated by means of 
re-wirable sub-floor panels embedded in the 
screed under the terrazzo paving, gaining 
benefit from the off-peak tariffs. Convector 
heaters are used for rooms of small area, with 
a forced inlet and extraction system for the 
combined heating and ventilating of the com- 
partments of larger capacity where meetings 
will be held. 


The main artificial lighting of the church 
is derived from suspended troughs which run 
the full length of the nave and chancel at 
triforium level, bathing the whole interior in 
an even distribution of light.

An Italian Notebook 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


IN A MECHANICALLY-MAD WORLD, the idea 
that places still exist in Europe where 
there are no cars seems ludicrous. Yet 
they do exist, and one is the Cinque 
Terre on the Ligurian riviera of Italy, 
a stretch of rocky coast lying to the west 
of La Spézia. Portofino and Santa 
Margherita to the west of the Cinque 
Terre and Lerici, beloved of Shelley and 
Byron, to the south-east are well, almost 
too well, known by tourists, but the five 
tiny ports which make up the Cinque 
Terre seem  providentially to have 
escaped notice. 

Monterosso, Vernazza, Corniglia, 
Manarola and Riomaggiore: there they 
lie like topazes strung along the blue of 
the Mediterranean, secure in their setting 
of rock from invasion by the internal 
combustion engine, content to rely for 
transport on the railway which tunnels 
through the rock and on mules. And so, 
one dares to hope, will they always 
remain—exquisitely primitive, dependent 
for their existence on the vine and the 
sea. Earlier, in the Middle Ages, the 
Cinque Terre relied, much as did the 
Cinque Ports, on their own efforts to 
repel the Barbary pirates and other free- 
booters who roamed the Mediterranean 
seaboard; and each village is grouped 
round a church, a well and a fort and 
each has extended, as external threat has 
receded, down to the sea and the little 
ports which are not more than crevices 
in the rock. Within recent time the 
streams which run between the houses 
have been bridged over continuously to 
their full width and this forms streets of 
gradually increasing width that drop 
from the high ground to near sea level. 
And down them clatter the mules laden 
with wine barrels from which are filled 
the great 50-litre flasks in which the wine 
is transported for sale to La Spézia down 
the coast. 

Of new building there is hardly a sign, 
though masons and plasterers seem busy 
in adding here or there the odd room. 


For the most part the villages seem to be 
much as the Middle Ages must have 
known them—houses_ terraced one 
above another and 

every available bit 

of land occupied 

either by dwel- 

lings or by the 

vines and olives 

which cling to the 

very sides of the 

rock. But often 

enough, evén on 

quite small jobs, 

there is an elec- 

trically - operated 

hoist.

Indeed, Italian 
construction is 
heavily mechan- 
ised, and the 
tower-crane raises 
its useful if un- 
compromising 
head on pretty 
well every site, 
whether it is a 
multi-storey block 
or a pair of 
houses. The Italian 
workman is im- 
pressive; he uses 
mechanisation to 
get the job along, 
and the quality of 
foremanship is 
good. This, of 
course, is some- 
thing that will 
surprise no one 
who has _ seen 
Italian labour at 
work in Africa. But then Italy is not a 
state of full employment; there is always 
someone waiting to replace a man who 
does not give of his best.

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Italy is, in fact, forward-looking in her 
construction, and not only in her show 
buildings such as Nervi’s work at Turin 
and Rome or Gio Ponti’s superbly elegant 
Pirelli building in Milan, with which 
Nervi as engineer was also associated.

of powered-tools and building seems to go 
forward at a fast rate, unless (as also 
happens in some Latin-American coun- 
tries) the money comes to an end and the 
structure stands derelict until some cash 
is found. Some things do not change, 
however, such as the reed matting which 
is hung over the unglazed windows to 
protect the workmen from rain and, even 
more, from the heat of the sun. 


Reinforced Concrete on Show 


The vast majority of the framed build- 
ings seen were of reinforced concrete, a 
medium in which the Italians seem to 
have special powers, and not only in 
buildings: bridges too, as witness the 
slim-sectioned elegance of the new bridge 
over the river Armo at Pisa. In it, as in 
other bridges that one saw, art and arti- 
fice are superbly mingled. 

The Italian sense of design (which, one 
reads and sees, is strongly invading the 
world of women’s fashion) extends to 
industrial design. The new trains, 
especially the motorised examples, are 
very pleasant, even if they do not run to 
time. It is said that Mussolini's principal 
contribution to Italy’s progress was to

persuade those who operated the train 
service towards punctuality. If this is 
so, new-found grace did not survive Il 
Duce’s demise, but on holiday, who 
cares? 

Nor do the Italians earn many marks 
for controlling their wirescape, for this

THE NEW MARKET HALL is to be erected 
on the site of the existing hall, a very 
ugly monumental structure built in 1869, 
which will be demolished. 

The building occupies an island site at 
the very centre of the town and many 
fine timber-framed houses, built during 
the second half of the 17th century, are 
in close proximity in the surrounding 
streets. These black and white houses 
with oversailing upper floors are a con- 
spicuous feature of the character of the 
town as a whole, and the same feeling is 
echoed in the new building. 

The market hall accommodation com- 
prises lettable shopping space over the 
whole of the site at ground floor level 
with a first floor market hall approached 
by staircases and lifts over the main 
(west) block of shops. The east block of 
shops is to form a department store with 
the first and second floors linked as show- 


the market hall and clock tower from south-west 


rooms to the ground floor accommoda 
tion, with offices and a billiards hall 
occupying the upper floors. The billiards 
hall is to replace a saloon forming part 
of the present building. 

The market hall, which will be leased 
to the town corporation, is designed as 
one large open area in which the central 
portion will be devoted to removable 
stalls serving as a pannier market, with 
a continuous run of lock-up ‘shops’ or 
bays for permanent stallholders around 
the perimeter. A mezzanine floor above 
the permanent shops, provides a second 
level of accommodation as a continuous 
gallery around the main market hall. 


At the west end is a restaurant with 
gardens and pergola walkways about the 
roof lights over the market. 

All the ground floor shops have indivi- 
dual basement stores, staff lavatories and 
cloakrooms, etc., with a central service

access connected by staircases and goods 
lifts to ground level. 


A new clock tower to replace the 
present one was required by the town 
corporation and this is disposed at the 
west end of the market hall, with the 
main vertical staircase circulation con- 
tained in its lower portion. The tower 
forms a focal point from the narrow, 
winding and sloping roads about the site. 


THIRD FLOOR & MARKET HALL ROOF 


The structure generally will be of re 
inforced concrete, with hollow pot floors 
supported by internal columns and pre- 
cast structural window mullions, placed 
at 5 ft. 2 in. centres around the perimeter 
walls of the multi-storey block. The 
market hall structure is of steelwork, 
with all members exposed, supported 
by the first floor slab. Perimeter 
window mullions, at 4 ft. centres, have a 
black granite aggregate and are stiffened 

FIRST FLOOR, MARKET HALL by in situ spandrel panels finished with 
white Carrara marble pebbles. The 
roof, apart from the central top-lighted 
portion, is of metal decking, with 3 in. 
cork insulation and white spar chippings 
on 3-ply felt. The office block wall clad- 
ding is Portland stone, fine grit finish, or 
precast slabs with grey-white aggregate. 
The clock tower has an r.c. skeleton 
frame with flank walls of silver-grey sand 
faced bricks. The open sides may be 
filled in deference to the wishes of the 
town corporation.

Centrally-made Building Regulations ; Compressed Quantities 


siR,—One of the reasons advanced by the 
protagonists for the change to centrally- 
made building regulations is the existence 
at’ the present time of separate by-laws 
for something like 1,400 local authorities. 
Compliance with these by owners, archi- 
tects and builders is highly inconvenient 
and involves a serious waste of effort, time 
and money, it is said. 

If we look at the machinery under 
which these by-laws have come about, we 
find that the by-laws made by the 1,400 
or so local authorities are in force 
because they have been confirmed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. The Minister has confirmed these 
by-laws because and only because they are 
(I would say almost without exception) a 
repeat of the Minister's model by-laws 
with minor modifications expressly agreed 
by the Minister to take into account local 
building materials and climatic and topo- 
graphical conditions. 

Each local authority must enforce its 
by-laws, which may only be relaxed in a 
special case with the consent of the 
Minister, which procedure incidentally 
entails an overall delay of some three 
months. It will thus be seen that, 
except in name, essentially we already 
have centrally-made building regulations 
administered by local authorities. 

The intention of the regulations now 
proposed, we are told, is to have general 
uniformity, but in addition to the modi- 
fications mentioned in connection with 
existing by-laws above, provision is to be 
made for different regulations between 
town and country districts, for the north 
and south of the country, for relaxation 
by each separate local authority of cer- 
tain regulations with a right of appeal to 
the Minister with its inevitable delays 
against a refusal, and for yet further regu- 
lations to be relaxed by the Minister alone 
after consultation with the local authority 
concerned, again bringing delay. In 
these circumstances it is difficult to see 
how the declared aims are to be achieved 
by the proposals outlined. 

No one can deny that present by-laws 
need clarification and explanation, but it 
is the local authorities and the profes- 
sions that are left to wrestle with the by- 
laws the local authorities have been com- 
pelled to adopt, and it is they who are 
required to resolve in the Courts the 
meaning of the by-laws so made. 

One advantage of centrally-made regula- 
tions would appear to be that, having 
legal status, the Minister would of neces- 
sity have to state exactly the meaning of 
his regulations and give official interpreta- 
tions. 

Most persons concerned with by-law 
administration would welcome progres- 
sive change, but it seems obvious that 
those who have given an unqualified wel- 
come to the coming event can see some- 
thing which is obscure to the many, or 
are they better-informed? Announce- 
ments made so far leave me puzzled and 
a little alarmed and I wonder whether 


there is some underlying motive for the 
proposals made. Some further explana- 
tion surely is necessary.

Compressed Quantities 


sir,—I think as quantity surveyors we 
sometimes lose sight of the fact that our 
function is to provide a service to the 
building industry as a whole—client, 
architect and contractor. 

In recent years, much has been made 
of the necessity to provide the architect 
with adequate cost information, in a 
usable form, to enable him among other 
things to plan within a budget and also 
to provide him with some indication of 
cost tendencies of alternative methods of 
construction. 

A large amount of cost information has 
been provided against the functional 
elements of buildings. We have elemen- 
tal bills of quantities, where the elements 
correspond with the elements of the cost 
planning system. Thus we have an imme- 
diate tender analysis of the priced bills, 
which can be compared with the cost 
plan. 

There has been much discussion, for 
and against elemental bills of quantities, 
and as I understand it, the main grumble 
has come from the estimators who have 
an increased number of items to price, 
because a similar item will occur in 
several elements. The number of extra 
items to be priced (not new built-up 
rates) varies approximately between 24 
to 5 per cent of the total number of bill 
items. This seems insignificant when com- 
pared with the advantages claimed for 
elemental bills. This repeating of items 
is also insignificant compared with the 
job which has a large number of separate

buildings similarly constructed (there is 
obviously no alternative, but to have the 
quantities for each block separate, if the 
running of the contract is to be easily 
controlled and we are to have a manage- 
able variation account). 

Cost analyses and cost planning have 
come to stay as far as techniques are con- 
cerned and the final form of presentation 
is working itself out, but nevertheless it 
is a service, by the quantity surveyor to 
the architect (and client) which is proving 
successful, 

No matter what the form of our quanti- 
ties, it is the duty of the quantity sur- 
veyor to present his work in such a way 
as to leave the estimator in no doubt as 
to the full intentions of the items being 
priced. The quantity surveyor has to 
* build’ the job in his mind as the quanti- 
ties are being prepared, and this entails 
a tremendous amount of spade work and 
investigation. It is wrong that more use 
is not made of this effort. 

Mr. Johnson makes a plea for ‘ opera- 
tional element’ bills of quantities; this 
type of bill must increase the number of 
items to be priced, due to repetition. I 
am wondering what the reactions of esti- 
mators will be if such a bill is provided? 
Mr. Johnson may be interested to know 
that I am developing a bill of quantities, 
prepared in ‘ operational and functional ’ 
elements, which I hope will serve the con- 
tractor in his planning, costing and bonus- 
ing and the architect in his cost planning. 
The estimator has more items to price, 
but his colleagues may have their burdens 
eased and perhaps will lend a hand in pre- 
paring the estimate via pre-tender plan- 
ning and feed-back of cost information. 

At the moment, I cannot see its 
development beyond housing schemes or 
work of a repetitive nature. Housing has 
a traditional approach, but other build- 
ing schemes—generally one-offs, unless 
utilising standard components—are sub- 
ject to the ideas, methods, equipment and 
organisation of individual contractors; 
and the presentation of bills of quantities 
may help one contractor, but be a burden 
to another. 

I am in the process of negotiating with 
a local authority, to be permitted to pre- 
pare bills for a scheme using the ‘ opera- 
tional element’ and, it is hoped, tenders 
will be invited during the early part of 
1961. The document will use right-hand 
billing, the quantities being prepared in 
accordance with the ‘Code of Measure- 
ment for Small Dwellings,’ and although 
divided into elements, the items will be 
presented trade by trade, so that having 
priced, say ‘ Bricklayer,’ the estimator will 
have completed all brickwork items. 

No amount of skill in preparing bills of 
quantities will avail if the quantity sur- 
veyor has to work from inadequate in- 
formation, or if major variations take 
place either during the contract or 
during the period between the preparation 
of the bills and the letting of the con- 
tracts.

CONVERSION of this former Christian 
Science Church into offices for The 
Hospital Service Plan presented a 
number of unusual problems. In 
particular the unusual circular plan 
did not lend itself easily to the par- 
ticular needs of a highly organised 
and expanding business which re- 
quired double the original floor area. 

When the church was built in 1931 
it was an interesting early example 
of reinforced concrete construction 
and a_ considerable amount of 
demolition had to be carried out 
before it was possible to start on the 
major problem of inserting a new 
floor in the main auditorium. 

The existing beams and columns 
could only partially support a new 
floor, and 8 in. diameter circular 
columns were designed to support a 
series of beams of which the inner 
ring forms a light well and the outer 
ring throws out a cantilever to the 
outer edge of the existing balcony.

Apart from the existing columns 
the first floor is free of obstructions 
and has an area of approximately 
2,250 sq. ft., and is extremely well 
lit by the high windows and cleres- 
tory lights. The considerable height 
from floor to ceiling and the curved 
nature of the walls might have 
presented acoustical difficulties, but 
only the ceiling has been treated with 
a fibreglass quilt behind Gyproc per- 
forated tiles, which has _ proved 
entirely satisfactory. The high 
standard of the natural and artificial 
lighting has provided good working 
conditions. Smaller offices and 
private rooms have been provided on 
the ground floor. 

The sound-proof partition between 
the machine room and the filing 
department has been acoustically 
treated with double glazing and fibre- 
glass quilting, sandwiched between 
two leaves of gypunit panelling. 

A new oil-fired central heating 


system has been installed with a fully 
automatically controlled Trianco 
0.400 boiler capable of an output of 
400,000 BTU per hour. Hot water 
heating for the cloakrooms and 
housekeeper’s room is provided by 
a 20-gallon Sadia electric water 
heater. Quantity surveyors: W. E. 
Stoner & Roper.

91. The Practice of Architecture, 1960 


* PHYSICIAN, HEAL THYSELF.” I have writ- 
ten a number of articles under the head- 
ing of ‘ Vanishing Trades’ and it now 
occurs to me it is perhaps time I took 
a look at my own trade to make sure that 
it is not slipping away too whilst I am 
busying myself with my neighbour's busi- 
ness. Is the popular wind of change 
blowing through the profession of archi- 
tecture too? And the answer is, of 
course, that it most certainly is, and no 
gentle zephyr at that. 

My advice to young men about to em- 
bark on a life of architecture has always 
been: ‘Start on your own; tighten your 
belt; work all the hours that are given 
to you.” Today, I do not think my advice 
is quite so clear-cut. The tighten-your- 
belt and  work-all-the-hours-God-sends 
school of thinking is, to quote a young 
schoolgirl friend of mine, * frightfully 
1930.’ Instead, I would say: ‘ Consider 
carefully all the channels that are open 
to you where money is good, hours are 
fixed and pensions are assured. Start a 
practice of your own if you like, but be 
prepared to make do with the crumbs 
parsimoniously scattered from rich de- 
partmental tables.’ 

Let us take a very brief look at the 
history of the profession over the last 
two or three centuries so that we may 
better understand the situation in which 
some twenty thousand or so architects 
find themselves in this 127th year of the 
RIBA. In the 17th century only a hand- 
ful of ‘ giants’ practised architecture in 
a way that could conceivably be related 
to the practice of architecture as we 
know it today. Working with them were 
a band of building craftsmen, men of 
much skill and wide knowledge without 
whom the architects of that day could 
have bequeathed to us none of that heri- 
tage which we do battle to protect with 
building preservation orders and courts 
of inquiry in the year of Our Lord 1960. 
Throughout the 17th, 18th and even into 
the 19th century this quality of building 
was maintained. Speculative builders, 
themselves master craftsmen, took land 
on which they built streets and squares 
to the designs of one of the known archi- 
tects of the period, or sometimes they 
simply followed the rules laid down in 
the design books of their time. 

It was not until the industrial era ot 
the 19th century that architects became 
sO numerous that they found the need 
to band themselves together in the same 
way that the craftsmen had banded 
together in their guilds. Even so, the 
master and apprentice method of going 
to work persisted in varying forms until 
the present century. But now, we have 
schools of architecture, university facul- 
ties, a Board of Architectural Education 
and an Architects Registration Council 
to guide, educate and control the twenty 
thousand members of our profession. 

The patrons of architecture for whom 
architects work today are a very various 
group of people, although the idea of the 


client as an individual patron of wealth 
or position or both still persists in most 
of our professional literature and pro- 
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where private practice endures, we still 
speak of our clients, if not exactly in 
hushed tones, then at least with 
reverence. Only for some, however, a 
practice of their own; many must now 
labour for others. A few eminent names 
will be passed on to posterity from the 
wealth and welter of present-day build- 
ing, but future students of architectural 
history will find a remarkable change in 
the authorship of buildings in the second 
half of our century. From Lutyens, Scott, 
Smith, Jones and the rest, the list will 
suddenly change its pattern to architec- 
tural departments of county councils, 
government service departments, indus- 
trial concerns, public utility boards. Even 
where buildings have been designed by 
private commission, designers tend to 
sink their individual identity in anony- 
mous group titles. We now speak of 
‘design teams’ and we add to their num- 
ber a growing list of consultants on struc- 
ture, heating, electricity, acoustics, land- 
scape gardening, décor—need I go on? 
(I was recently invited to employ the ser- 
vices of an audio consultant, to which 
my first recation was to reply that I had 
not yet gone deaf.) 

And now the ‘ package deal ’—inevit- 
ably so. Every architect who cares about 
the future of his profession should be 
thinking about this very seriously, for it 
is no red herring on our trail. We are 
only just beginning to glimpse the trend 
of present events, and I believe it to be 
the responsibility of the architect, as the 
acknowledged planner in the team, to dis- 
cern where we are going and to steer the 
course. I hope to come back to the 
* package deal’ later on. 


Piccadilly Circus and the Monico Site 
Statement by LCC on Mr. Cotton’s Proposals 


AT A MEETING of the London County 
Council on December 6 MR. ALFRED S. 
SIMONS asked the chairman of the town 
planning committee to make a statement 
concerning a recent announcement in the 
Press to the effect that redevelopment of 
Piccadilly Circus in accordance with the 
proposed comprehensive plan might be 
delayed by the owner of the Monico site 
disposing of it on 21-year leases. 

In his reply, MR. RICHARD EDMONDS said 
that following the Minister’s refusal of 
planning permission for the proposed 
development of the Monico site and his 
request that a comprehensive plan for 
Piccadilly Circus might be prepared, Mr. 
Cotton approached the Ministry and then 
the Council. He asked that his company, 
City Centre Properties, Ltd., should be 
reimbursed. In the course of discussions, 
Mr. Cotton stated that, unless assured of 
full reimbursement during the suspen- 
sion of the project, he would feel com- 
pelled to safeguard his shafeholders’ 
interests by leasing the properties com- 
mercially, a course which might well 
defer the redevelopment of the area 
under discussion for as much as 21 years. 

In an endeavour to avoid this happen- 
ing and after consultation with the 
Minister, the developers were told that 
the Council would be ready to negotiate 


on the basis that it should purchase all 
the interests acquired by the developers 
in the site and take an assignment of the 
loan from an insurance company with 
which their purchase had been financed. 

If accepted by the developers, this pro- 
posal would have relieved them of all 
liability for interest payments during the 
period of suspension, though at the price 
of foregoing the chance of profit when 
the comprehensive plan for Piccadilly 
Circus was approved and the site could 
be developed. It was particularly on this 
latter point that the proposal was rejected 
since it did not reserve to the developers 
an option to develop the property, pre- 
sumably under a long lease. 

A statement by the developers, con- 
tinued Mr. Edmonds, referred to nego- 
tiating ‘new lettings of the properties 
acquired . . . on a commercial basis’ and 
did not specify their duration. It must 
be apparent that, if they should extend 
to 21 years, they would presumably pre- 
vent Mr. Cotton’s company from 
redeveloping the site during that period. 
They would not, concluded § Mr. 
Edmonds, prevent acquisition under com- 
pulsory powers, and he felt sure that the 
Council would not hesitate to seek such 
powers before the 21 years ended if the 
public interest required such action.

CESSPOOLS IN SALFORD.——sIR,—I send 
you some extracts from the Salford paper, 
by which you will see that while you good 
folks in the south are spending your 
hundreds of thousands of pounds in 
endeavouring to alter your system of 
drainage, we in the north are following 
out the good old plan of cesspools, and 
are in a fair way to obtain a profit from 
that which is a source of great expense 
and trouble to you. Nearly all the houses 
are built with a passage, called an ‘ entry,” 
running the whole length of the backs of 
the houses: a large cesspool, or ‘ midden,’ 
is constructed between every two houses, 
with an open space for ashes between, 
closed with doors in the walls of the 
‘entry,’ through which it is emptied 
regularly, under the direction of the 
police, by the town scavengers, in the 
night time; the only deodorising material 
used here being the ashes and other refuse 
thrown down the cesspool.

A Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of Dec. 22, 1860 


CESSPOOLS IN SALFORD.—-SIR,—I send 
you some extracts from the Salford paper, 
by which you will see that while you good 
folks in the south are spending your 
hundreds of thousands of pounds in 
endeavouring to alter your system of 
drainage, we in the north are following 
out the good old plan of cesspools, and 
are in a fair way to obtain a profit from 
that which is a source of great expense 
and trouble to you. Nearly all the houses 
are built with a passage, called an ‘ entry,’ 
running the whole length of the backs of 
the houses: a large cesspool, or ‘ midden,’ 
is constructed between every two houses, 
with an open space for ashes between, 
closed with doors in the walls of the 
‘entry,’ through which it is emptied 
regularly, under the direction of the 
police, by the town scavengers, in the 
night time; the only deodorising material 
used here being the ashes and other refuse 
thrown down the cesspool. 

The pith of the statements is to the 
effect that there are districts in Salford 
where a pestilential air predominates, and 
which give an average (per annum) of 
47 deaths in the thousand! If this be 
correct, the authorities are permitting the 
perpetration of wholesale murder under 
their very eyes, and in spite of their very 
noses.

Architect for the City 
Appointment to be Advertised 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, sitting 
in London on December 15, agreed to a 
recommendation by the Officers and 
Clerks Committee that when the City 
Planning Officer, Mr. Anthony Mealand, 
retires towards the end of 1961, a City 
Architect be appointed. 

The City Architect will be head of the 
City Planning Office and a means of 
liaison between architects and developers 
and all authorities involved in the recon- 
struction of the City of London. 

In a report which the Court approved, 
the Committee recommended that the 
Architect, who will advise the Corpora- 
tion on general architectural matters, 
should receive a salary within the scale 
of £4,280, by biennial increments of £180, 
to £4,640 per annum.

Team Appointed for Survey of Architects’ Offices 


THE APPOINTMENT of all members of the 
team which is to carry out the survey 
of the organisation, staffing, and costs of 
architects’ offices has now been confirmed. 
This was announced by SIR WILLIAM 
HOLFORD, PRIBA, at the Press conference 
held in London on December 14, follow- 
ing the meeting of the RIBA Council on 
the previous day. Sir William said that 
the survey was ‘ absolutely vital’ to the 
RIBA, as they must find out more about 
how their members worked if their in- 
terests were to be looked after. 

The team consists of: Mr. J. M. 
Austin-Smith, MC, TD, AADipl, (F) 
principal in private practice, Mr. A. G. 
Derbyshire, MA, AADip! (A), Assistant 
City Architect, Sheffield, and a member 
of Council, and Mrs. J. Madge, MA, 
economist, on a part-time basis ; and on a 
full-time basis Mr. D. Howard, MA, TD, 
management consultant from Associated 
Industrial Consultants Ltd., and Miss 
J. M. N. Milne, MA, Deputy Secretary, 
Board of Architectural Education. AIC 
have also made available the services of 
Mr. C. A. Waghorn, an accountant, as 
adviser to the team. 

For the visits to offices, the team will 
normally consist of one of the two archi- 
tects, with Mr. Howard and Miss Milne. 
Mrs. Madge will then make follow-up 
visits to a number of offices to collect 
data relating to the cost aspects of the 
survey. 

The team assembled for the first time 
at the end of October and have held 
several meetings. with other members of 
the RIBA staff, to examine in detail their 
terms of reference as agreed by Council, 
and to consolidate the questionnaire and 
other information to be obtained from the 
offices to be visited. A number of visits 
have already been made and others are 
arranged. If the provisional time-table 
now drawn up can be kept to, some 50 
offices will have been visited by the end 
of March. 

The team have also decided to make 
a postal inquiry of offices on a sample 
basis, in order to check certain aspects of 
the data they are collecting by personal 
visits against similar data from a larger 
and representative sample of offices. This 
will make it possible for them to draw 
upon the experience of a much greater 
number of architects than they can hope 
to see in the course of their visits. 

Among other matters made known at 
the conference were: 

IUA Congress, July, 1961.—A _ con- 
troller is required to co-ordinate the 
Congress arrangements, and as no senior 
member of the RIBA staff was available 
for this work, the need for some alterna- 
tive solution became evident. ‘ The Insti- 
tute is therefore fortunate in having a 
ready-made solution provided by the 
Building Centre, who have very gener- 
ously agreed to make available Mr. 
Gontran Goulden as Director of the Con- 
gress from January 1, 1961.’ 

Relations with Parliament.—The RIBA’s 
direct representation in the House of 
Commons is nil; and in the Lords only 


two. There are many problems, both 
now and in the future, on which a sym- 
pathetic hearing initially and strong sup 
port ultimately, in the House of 
Commons, would be valuable. A start in 
this direction was accordingly made in 
November, when the President addressed 
first a group of some 35 Conservatives, 
and later, some 15 Labour members, at 
the House. Between these two meetings, 
an informal discussion over dinner was 
also held at the House, attended by the 
President and six architects, and nine 
influential MPs drawn from both parties. 
Further dinners of this kind will be 
arranged at intervals. 

The Need for Architectural Draughts- 
men and/or Technical Assistants.—This 
subject was raised as a matter of urgency 
by the Allied Society’s Conference, and 
is under consideration by Professor 
Robert Matthew’s Committee. It was 
reported to the Council that a small sub- 
committee is being set up to study what 
the training of these people should be 
without prejudice to the survey of the 
whole problem that is now being under- 
taken, and to whether such a grade should 
exist anyway. Some preliminary results 
of the general survey are expected to be 
made known in the next few months. 

Liaison with the Allied Societies.—-The 
Council has approved the following pro- 
posals for improving liaison with the 
Allied Societies: 

(1) That a quarterly meeting of Allied 
Societies’ Presidents should be held. Pro- 
ceedings of the meetings will be reported to 
the Council. 

(2) That the Conference should meet twice 
instead of three times a year, and that the 
annual joint meeting between the Council 
and the Allied Societies’ Conference should 
be discontinued. 

(3) That once or twice a year a Regional 
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Meeting should be held in a major city to 
enable members outside London to meet the 
President and senior officers of the Institute 
to hear at first hand about the work of the 
Council and Committees, and to voice their 
criticisms and suggestions. 

(4) That senior members of the RIBA staff 
should be invited from time to time to attend 
meetings of the Councils of Allied Societies 
when items concerning their department are 
the subject of discussion 

(5) That in conjunction with or occasionally 
in substitution for a formal Annual Dinner, 
Allied Societies should, where possible, hold 
a meeting addressed by the President of the 
RIBA, followed by a free exchange of views 
between him and local members. 

‘ All-in’ Fees for Professional Services 

At the November meeting of the 
Council the Secretary said that as a 
matter of urgency, the Council had given 
approval to the setting up of a joint 
Working Party consisting of representa- 
tives of the RIBA, the RICS and the 
Association of Consulting Engineers to 
formulate a scale of consolidated fees 
which would be submitted to each of the 
constituent bodies for approval. 

The Future of the Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity Sur- 
veyors and Builders.—At the November 
meeting of the Council Mr. Conolly said 
that under the new constitution an archi- 
tect or surveyor member of the Com- 
mittee would be taking the chair next 
year and the RIBA would assume secre- 
tarial responsibility for the next three 
years.

15. The committee stated that it had 
reported from time to time recently upon 
the Minister of Housing and _ Local 
Government's proposal that locally made 
building by-laws should be replaced by 
centrally made regulations The com 
mittee were opposed to this proposal but 
recognised that there strictly 
limited range of matters in which national 
standards might appropriately be pre 
scribed. In September it was reported 
that discussions were taking place with 
the Ministry as to the nature of these 
standards. 

The committee suggested that any cen

Architect's Plan for Margate 


A PLAN to convert Margate’s High-street 
into a huge shopping arcade, covered 
with translucent roofing, barred to 
traffic, and the road filled in with paving, 
was put before the town’s Chamber of 
Commerce at its annual meeting by MR. 
ROBERT PAINE, ARIBA, the architect re 
sponsible for the ‘ face-lift’ scheme. 
Mr. Paine told members that his plan 
would be neither cost!y nor fantastic, and 
it would fit in with the Corporation’s far 
reaching proposals for the transforma- 
tion of the centre of Margate, beginning 
with the plan for a Civic Centre. 
Modern materials, said Mr. Paine, made 
such a conversion easy, and the cost of 


the light plastic roofing, which he sug- 
gested should be paid for by the traders, 
would be modest. 

‘Pavements and curbing,’ said the 
speaker, ‘could be replaced by decora 
tive bollards, which could be used for 
seating, and a warm, comfortable shop 
ping arcade, without drainage problems, 
could be created simply and cheaply. If 
necessary, heating could be introduced 
at intervals to give complete indoor shop 
ping amenity.’

Yorkshire Branch Annual Dinner 


THE ANNUAL DINNER Of the Yorkshire 
Branch of the Guild of Surveyors was held 
at the Griffin Hotel, Leeds, on December 
2. The chairman, MR. EDWARD SHEARD, 
replying to the toast of ‘ The Yorkshire 
Branch,’ felicitously proposed by Mr. 
RAYMOND DEAN, MA, gave a brief resumé 
of the plans for the forthcoming year and 
referred to the close co-operation of head- 
quarters as being the exemplification of 
the service and friendship for which they 
had all joined forces. The chairman 
expressed his appreciation also of the 
attendance of the president, Sir Albert 
Richardson, KCVO, Mr. Gordon Tomalin, 
the vice-chairman of the Council, and 
Mr. Stanley Austin, the general secretary. 

The toast of the ‘ Officers and Members 
of the Council’ was proposed by Mr. 
G. W. ROUTH, chairman of the South York- 
shire and District Group of the Faculty 
of Architects and Surveyors, who made a 
plea for closer professional cooperation. 

In his response SIR ALBERT RICHARDSON, 
president of the Guild, reiterated the 
previous speakers’ remarks about closer 


collaboration between the various profes 
sions allied to building. After some tren- 
chant comment against the ‘ wild schemes 
and strange contributions being made in 
architecture, mostly from the Argentine 
and Brazil, and occasionally from Den- 
mark,’ Sir Albert said he hoped that when 
the new University of York was started 
local architects would be engaged and 
there would be no foreign interference. 

Referring to York Minster, where he is 
consultant architect, Sir Albert said that 
it was structurally sound. ‘It is only 
the surfaces that show wear and tear; a 
few of the carvings are about to drop 
and a few of the saints are less saintly. 
All is being attended to, however, by local 
men and early next year the scaffolding, 
which has been up for the last ten years, 
will be removed.’

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Architects Registration Council of the UK 


Statement to be Issued Concerning Architects’ Engagement by Development Companies 


THE ONE HUNDRED AND _ FIFTEENTH 
ORDINARY MEETING of the Architects 
Registration Council of the United King- 
dom was held at 66 Portland-place, Lon- 
don, Wl, on December 14. Mr. A. G. 
Sheppard Fidler, MA, FRIBA, AMTPI, 
was in the chair. The main point of 
interest was that the recommendations 
by the professional and general purposes 
committee, chairman Mr. L. A. Chackett, 
FRIBA, FRICS, concerning the circum- 
stances and conditions of engagement of 
architects by property development 
companies, submitted and approved by 
the Council on October 12 (‘ The Builder ’ 
of October 21), has now been circulated 
and approved in principle by the consti- 
tuent bodies. A statement is now being 
prepared by the committee which will be 
circulated for the guidance of the profes- 
sion after it has been approved by the 
Council at its next meeting. 

Since the last meeting of the Council 
certain property development companies 
had circularised a number of architects 
offering them engagement under condi- 
tions contrary to the Code of Professional 
Practice. The Registrar has written to 
the companies concerned who have all 
replied expressing regret and apologies. 


Admissions and Removals 


The report of the admission commit- 
tee (chairman Mr. Vincent Burr, FRIBA) 
recommended that 149 applicants be ad- 
mitted to the register. Of these 138 
qualified by examination under section 
6(1c) of the Principal Act: two qualified 
under section 6(1)d) of the Act and under 
regulation 26(a)(3); and a further nine 
qualified under section 6(1d) and regula- 
tion 26(a)(4). The recommendations were 
adopted without dissent. 

The finance and general purposes com- 
mittee (chairman Mr. Robert Foster, JP. 
FRIBA) reported that in pursuance of 
the Council's resolution of October 12 
(‘ The Builder’ of October 21) the names 
of fifty architects were removed from 
the register on November 1 for failure to 
pay the 1960 retention fee. The corres- 
ponding number last year was 153. The 
resolution referred to concerned certain 
defaulters who had not paid their reten- 
tion fees by October 31 and were to be 
removed without further warning letters. 


Displayed Advertisements 


In pursuance of the recommendation 
by the professional purposes committee 
that the rule prohibiting architects’ dis- 
played advertisements for staff in the Lay 
Press should be relaxed provided they 
were published over a box number and 
did not mention either the name or 
address of the advertiser, the Registrar 
has written to seven firms who had 
inserted such advertisements. The letter 
conveyed to them the committee’s modifi- 
cation of the rule, as endorsed by the 
Council, and asked for their understand- 
ing and co-operation in the matter. 

All firms have replied in cordial terms, 
but three points emerged from the cor- 


respondence which were considered of 
sufficient importance to justify considera- 
tion by the committee. 

The first point was whether there would 
be any objection to an architect inserting 
a displayed advertisement for staff in his 
own name in the Professional Press. The 
committee saw no objection to this 
because, since the Professional Press was 
mainly read by architects and architec- 
tural assistants, and not by the public, 
the chances of attracting a client ‘ were 
negligible.’ 

Concerning the use of box numbers it 
was suggested that there was always the 
risk of an assistant applying for the 
advertised post to his current employers. 
Finally, because the ban did not apply to 
architects of public bodies and other 
concerns, it would operate disadvan- 
tageously to private architects, especially 
those in the provinces. 

The committee fully appreciated the 
force of these last two points, but 


unanimously came to the conclusion that 
the mischief and abuse that would be 
likely to follow any further relaxation of 
the rule would be far greater than the 
legitimate benefits that a comparatively 
small number of firms might derive from 
open insertions in the Lay Press. The 
committee believed that by allowing these 
advertisements in the Professional Press 
many of the disadvantages suffered by 
private practitioners as compared with 
official architects would considerably be 
reduced.

The National Building Code 


Opposition from Municipal Corporations 


BUILDING BY-LAWS and their replacement 
by a National Code was the subject of a 
report by the general purposes committee 
of the Association of Municipal Corpora- 
tions at its Council meeting on December 
15. The committee stated that it had 
reported from time to time recently upon 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government's proposal that locally made 
building by-laws should be replaced by 
centrally made regulations. The com- 
mittee were opposed to this proposal but 
recognised that there was a _ strictly 
limited range of matters in which national 
standards might appropriately be pre- 
scribed. In September it was reported 
that discussions were taking place with 
the Ministry as to the nature of these 
standards. 

The committee suggested that any cen- 
trally-made regulations embodying a 
national code should be confined to stan- 


dards for the structural requirements of 
buildings to secure the health, safety and 
convenience of the persons inhabiting or 
frequenting them. The view was also 
expressed that the preparation of sites, 
space about buildings and the ventilation 
of buildings, dimension of rooms, and 
means of escape in case of fire were mat- 
ters which should be left to the discretion 
of the local authorities. 

A number of meetings between repre- 
sentatives of the Association and of the 
Ministry had taken place and at one of 
them an assurance was sought on behalf 
of the Association that where a local 
variation was more generous than the 
current model by-law it would be pre- 
served in building regulations. The Minis- 
try could not give such an assurance 
although the general desire to provide for 
local variations had not been overlooked. 
The discussions are continuing. 


High Street into Shopping Arcade 
Architect’s Plan for Margate 


A PLAN to convert Margate’s High-street 
into a huge shopping arcade, covered 
with translucent roofing, barred to 
traffic, and the road filled in with paving, 
was put before the town’s Chamber of 
Commerce at its annual meeting by MR. 
ROBERT PAINE, ARIBA, the architect re- 
sponsible for the ‘ face-lift’ scheme. 
Mr. Paine told members that his plan 
would be neither costly nor fantastic, and 
it would fit in with the Corporation’s far- 
reaching proposals for the transforma- 
tion of the centre of Margate, beginning 
with the plan for a Civic Centre. 
Modern materials, said Mr. Paine, made 
such a conversion easy, and the cost of 


the light plastic roofing, which he sug- 
gested should be paid for by the traders, 
would be modest. 

‘Pavements and curbing,’ said the 
speaker, ‘could be replaced by decora- 
tive bollards, which could be used for 
seating, and a warm, comfortable shop- 
ping arcade, without drainage problems, 
could be created simply and cheaply. If 
necessary, heating could be introduced 
at intervals to give complete indoor shop- 
ping amenity.’ 

The project, which, if carried out, 
would affect 2.700 ft. of shopping front- 
age, is to be considered by the Chamber 
of Commerce’s standing committee. 





British School's Triennale Award 
Tributes by Sir William Holford and Sir Basil Spence 


THE AWARD of the Gran Premio Con 
Menzione Speciale by the International 
Jury of the Milan Triennale design exhibi- 
tion for a Nottinghamshire primary school 
(briefly reported in our last issue) has 
been warmly welcomed by leaders of the 
architectural profession, states the RIBA. 
The school was designed by Nottingham- 
shire County Council Architect’s Depart- 
ment (County Architect W. D. Lacey) and 
uses the system of construction developed 
by the Consortium of Local Authorities 
Schools Programme. This is the highest 
award made at the Triennale. 

SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, President of the 
RIBA, said: ‘Every architect in the 
country and a number of official bodies, 
including the Ministry of Education and 
the Board of Trade, will be delighted by 
the outstanding success scored by this 
first British exhibit at the Triennale in 
Milan, the theme of which was “ The 
Home and the School.” 

‘ This is an achievement all the greater 
for not being an isolated instance of 
felicity in design. It is the product of a 
development team; and as the saying goes 

“There are plenty more where that 
came from.” It is sensible, well-planned, 
well-equipped, economical and attractive, 
and was put up in the exhibition grounds 
in nine weeks. Both the exhibit and the 
booklet “ Britain's New Schools” were 
best-sellers in Milan: and for a moderate 
expenditure our designing, building and 
organising capacity was admirably 
demonstrated to the world. 

‘ British architects have honoured many 
international architects in recent years; 
now the compliment has been handsomely 
returned, not to an individual but to a 
programme—the Consortium of Local 
Authorities’ Special Programme for 
School Building in the UK. 

*To all members of the consortium and 
its supporters, and also to Mi. W. D. 
Lacey, the Nottinghamshire County Archi- 
tect, and designer of the school shown at 
the XIIth Triennale, the country owes a 
word of thanks and appreciation.’ 


A Fertile Field 

SIR BASIL SPENCE, last year’s President 
of the RIBA, said: ‘It is wonderful that 
one of our first major participations at the 
Milan Triennale, which is the Mecca of 
design in the world, should have collected 
the supreme award. I am not surprised 
by this, as since the war the one field that 
has been fertile for British architecture 
has been schools, and it reflects great 
credit on the Ministry of Education and 
the Minister in particular that he should 
give architecture its chance in this way, 
and in an international field where com- 
petition is severe. When one considers 
this school has been judged against the 
work of Finland, Denmark, Germany, 
France, Czechoslovakia, Japan and Italy 
itself, it is really a bright feather indeed 
in the Ministry's cap. I am sure that all 
architects will be delighted to hear this 
and, most of all, the architects of the 
Nottinghamshire County Council: and 


one must not forget the originator of the 
CLASP system, Mr. Donald Gibson, who 
is now Director General of Works at the 
War Office.’

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Plant and the Medium-sized Builder

7.—Power-source and Personnel Training 


The concluding article in the series relating to some aspects of the plant 
department of a medium-sized builder deals with matters of power-source 
and personnel training, with some notes on the relationship between design 


and mechanisation. 


A FEW YEARS AGO all the machines which 
a contractor used with a power unit of 
less than about 20 hp were powered by 
petrol engines. As engine manufacturers 
produced smal! diesel units so machine 
producers offered their equipment with 
these units and it is now possibie to 
obtain a 4/3 mixer or a 5 cwt. winch with 
a diesel engine. 

One of the disadvantages of diesel 
units is that they tend to be bulkier and 
heavier than a petrol unit with a similar 
output. This has largely been 
offset by a changeover to air cooling on 

which has made them 
the water-cooled diesel 
were in use at one time. 
factor which has 
e change over to diesel use is 
fuel cost. Not only 
does a diesel engine better con 
sumption in terms of gallons per hour, 
but the untaxed for use 
on a building site is only about one-third 
that of petrol. 
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units have the advantage that 
considerably more reliable than 
petrol units because they are not prone 
to wet or dirty plugs, wet or dirty mag- 
neto points, and carburation cannot be

upset by the inexperienced operative. At 
the same time the change over to air 
cooled units ensures that freeze-ups in 
winter cannot occur, and in addition 
there is a saving of time because it is not 
necessary to top-up machines with water 
or to drain them off. It should be men 
tioned that a recent alternative fuel for 
small pertol engines is Butane gas which 
makes these engines more reliable. 
Diesel engines are found to be consider 
ably longer wearing than petrol engines. 

Many machines are at 
with an alternative of 
There is no question at all that 
power for any static unit is by 
most Satisfactory form that a 
can use. First, the capital of elec- 
tric units is than that of a diese! 
unit, and second, the overhaul costs are 
far less because an electric unit will run 
much longer with no attention whatso 
ever. Third, there is a very considerable 
Saving in site time because electric 
motors start instantaneously and time 
does not have to be spent checking fuel 
levels, lubricant levels, changing oils, etc. 


offered 
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In view of the advantages of electricity 
one wonders why diesel is so popular at 
the moment. It would appear that the 
only reason for this is that the contractor 
is on the whole unable to obtain satis- 
factory three-phase supply on many sites 
at an economic price. Asked about this 
the electricity authorities will advise that 
they have very little demand from 
builders for supplies of this nature. The 
result of these two factors is that the 
builder continues to buy diesel engines, 
and the electricity boards continue to 
ignore a potential demand. There can be 
no doubt at all that if the electricity 
boards set themselves out to provide a 
quick temporary supply to a builder at a 
reasonable price, if necessary by using 
small trailer mounted sub-stations, or 
alternatively by supplying the sites with 
temporary overhead lines, then’ the 
builder knowing that supplies will be 
available would not hesitate to change to 
electric power for his site equipment. 

It is also necessary for the boards to 
supply power at a reasonable price per 
unit. It is interesting to note that on 
the Continent a great deal more elec- 
tricity is used. 

Availability of Trained Fitters 

At present the medium-sized contrac- 
tor when engaging staff to repair his 
plant will find that there are very few 
fitters in the industry who have been 
specifically trained for this job. Most of 
the men at present employed have come 
into the industry from other spheres and 
have adapted themselves to the needs of 
a plant-owning firm. This situation is 
very unsatisfactory, and although some

steps are being taken to remedy it, at the 
moment it appears that it will be a long 
time before any benefit is felt. 


The larger firms do not require all 
their fitters to have the wide general 
training which the medium-sized con- 
tractor will require because they are able 
to divide up their machine repairs into 
specific operations and to use men who 
are trained only for these particular 
operations. For example, all welding will 
be carried out by a welding shop, all 
engine repairs by an engine repair shop, 
hydraulic work will be kept in one 
department, and some men will be 
employed only on _ dismantling and 
re-assembly. They will not repair 
machine parts at all. 

Our medium-sized contractor has to 
combine all these skills with a handful of 
men. The first and most obvious source 
of skilled labour is the motor trade. 
Unfortunately the motor trade have 
travelled further than the plant industry 
towards the point when all repairs are 
carried out by fitting service exchange 
units. Furthermore, nearly all machining 
operations by the motor industry are 
done by outside firms, so that when a 
piece of plant requires the application of 
skilled engineering knowledge in order 
that various parts shall be assembled 
correctly, then the motor trade mechanic 
can be lost. This is particularly so when 
assembling large diese] engines, or, for 
example, when a tractor transmission case 
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is found to be damaged where a race fits, 
and it is necessary to sleeve the casing 
and re-machine within the manufac- 
turer’s tolerances. 

Thus it can be seen that a high stan- 
dard of engineering knowledge is 
requried by at least one of the fitters 
employed by a medium-sized contractor. 
A type of training which provides this 
engineering knowledge is that which is 
given to marine engineers who have very 
much the same problems with the large 
diesel engines handled by them. The 
training given in the tool rooms of many 
of our larger engineering concerns also 
provides similar experience. 

Having had a basic engineering know- 
ledge the fitter requires to know his way 
round builders’ plant to know what sort 
of repairs are usually necessary, where 
wear takes place, what is acceptable wear 
and what is not. Such experience can 
only be picked up by working on con- 
tractor’s plant. 


Design and Mechanisation 


These articles would not be complete 
without some reference to the relation- 
ship between design and mechanisation. 
The standard of co-operation between the 
design function and the construction 
function of the industry is still far below 
that which is regarded as normal in many 
other countries, and this adversely affects 
the degree of mechanisation which can 
be achieved. This makes buildings both 
slow to construct and more expensive 
than they need be. 

The effect of this can be felt in many 
ways. Let us take the example of a 
reinforced concrete framed building. The 
building may be so shaped that the ideal 
method to use to construct the building 
would be a climbing tower crane, but 
the builder finds that whereas there may 
be a shaft to the building of approxi- 
mately the right size for his crane, it is 
in fact just too small. By the time the 
contract has been awarded the design is 
often far too advanced to make even 
minor amendments of a few inches and 
therefore the contractor is prevented 
from using a climbing crane. If possible 
he might be able to use one mounted 
outside the building but this is never as 
satisfactory as a crane with a very much 
greater radius required to cover the same 
area of the building. Even when the 
crane has been established as the method 
of construction, the contractor may still 
be unable to use it to full advantage. 

Let us take the example of the matter 
of shuttering. If the building is not so 
designed that the shuttering can be made 
and used many times without alteration, 
not only is it necessary to go to the 
expense of altering formwork as it is 
re-used, but the crane cannot be used to 
proper advantage because shuttering can- 
not be manufactured in large pieces and 
then lifted from floor to floor in units. 
It is amazing that after the publicity 
which builders have given to the cost of 
re-making formwork one still finds 
buildings being constructed with the 
columns getting smaller as they go up 
the building. The builder not only has 
to re-make the column casings but also 
extend the formwork for the beams soffits 


and sides, and adjust the length of the 
supports for slab formwork. The job 
can be carried out much more cheaply 
by keeping to one column size. 

Another matter which can cause very 
slow construction is the combination of 
several structural systems. Thus one may 
find on a site that where floor slabs are 
carried on a mixture of columns and Joad 
bearing brickwork, and where there may 
be a change of floor level, it may be 
necessary for a builder to carry out four 
or five separate processes to complete one 
small area of floor. The draughtsman has 
drawn something which is quite satisfac- 
tory when it is completed but he has not 
considered the method of construction. 
The time wasted, apart from costing the 
builder considerable sums in machine 
hire, supervision expenses, etc., also costs 
the client money while the site and the 
partly paid-for building are lying idle. 

Tremendous savings can be made by 
prefabricating units in such a manner that 
sections of a building can be lifted by a 
crane. At a recent experiment on a 
London site a building constructed with 
concrete cross-walls was made with al] 
the cross-walls cast ‘in situ.’ The con- 
tractor went to considerable trouble to 
reduce the amount of time that was re- 
quired to erect these cross-walls and 
there is no question that he managed to 
get the time for this down to a very 
reasonable level. Against this, if the same 
building had been constructed on the 
continent. it is almost certain that the 
cross-walls would have been pre-cast. 
This would have enabled the contractor 
to have hoisted complete sections of 
cross-wall and placed them in position. 
The shuttering for the next floor slab 
could then have been placed in large pre- 
fabricated sections which would have 
enabled the contractor to go at a mini- 
mum rate of one floor per week on a 
building of a large area. 

Whereas the most important part of 
the building as regards the subject of 
mechanisation is the structure, similar 
circumstances arise in the foundation 
where one often finds designs which 
could be more economically constructed 
had the order of excavation and type of 
machine to be used been considered at 
the design stage. Various operations can 
then be carried out continuously. For 
example, a building in a built-up area may 
be designed part of the way round so that 
a perimeter trench can be dug, and a 
basement wall placed in position before 
the dumpling is removed. The remaining 
part of the building might not be so 
designed, because the combination of 
basement floor-slab, foundations and wall 
construction could be such that the con- 
struction of the perimeter trench would 
not be practicable. This would make any 
system which a contractor adopted on the 
site inefficient because the job would have 
to be done with different methods in dif- 
ferent places. 

The basic cause of the difficulties which 
arise over the matter of designing a build- 
ing to be constructed by a mechanised 
method is the present system in this 
country of appointing a contractor by 
tender immediately before construction is 
expected to begin. This may ensure that 
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the building owner gets the cheapest con- 
tractor’s price for a given building, but 
does not ensure that his overall costs 
are as low as they could be. The build- 
ings might have been designed to give 
exactly the same accommodation and 
appearance, but could have been con- 
structed in a different manner. 

One must sympathise with architects 
and structural engineers over this matter 
because at the design stage they have not 
the slightest idea which contractor will 
be doing the job and what equipment the 
contractor will have available himself, or 
be prepared to use. It is therefore very 
difficult for them to design with mechani- 
sation in mind. Furthermore, many archi- 
tects and engineers have had the experi- 
ence that they have designed a building 
that can be built in a mechanised manner 
and the contractor who has finally been 
appointed has ignored their efforts, pro- 
ceeded in his own way, taken far too long 
to build, thus costing the building owner 
much money in wasted interest. It 
seems that improvement in this field can 
only be gained by some adjustments to 
the method by which many contracts at 
present are placed. Unless some adijust- 
ments on these lines can be made the 
contractors, with their own design depart- 
ments, who can bear the need for 
mechanisation in mind when designing. 
will continue to increase their share of 
new construction. 

In conclusion the necessity for the 
medium-sized contractor to use mechani- 
cal plant as much as possible cannot be 
over-empvhasised. In the next few years 
this will become an even more important 
factor in the ability of this class of 
contractor to continue to be able to 
secure work at economic prices. 


Building Wages 
Employers’ Proposals Accepted 


A CONFERENCE of the executives of the 19 
unions affiliated to the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Operatives agreed 
in London, on December 14, to accept 
proposals by the employers for a wage 
increase of 6d. an hour and a reduction 
in the working week from 44 to 42 hours, 
to take effect next October. The increase 
is in addition to the 4d. an hour which 
the building workers will get in February 
under their sliding scale based on the 
index of retail prices. 

The total increase of 64d. an hour will 
bring the hourly wage rate for craftsmen 
in large industrial areas outside London 
to 5s. 6d. (5s. 74d. in London). Instead 
of the present £10 18s. for a 44-hour 
week they will get £11 Ils. for a 42-hour 
week, without overtime. Labourers get 
74d. an hour less than craftsmen. 


£20m. Pay Claim 


A claim for an increase of 8d. per hour 
on behalf of 250,000 civil engineering 
operatives has been submitted to the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contrac- 
tors. The claim would cost the industry 
£20m. a year. The operatives’ panel will 
present their case in support of the claim 
to the Civil Engineering Construction 
Conciliation Board next January.

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Town Planning Decisions 


Council’s Wish to Restrict 
Housing Densities Upheld 
by Minister 
THE MINISTER’S decision on the appeal 
lodged by Mr. T. C. W. Dawson against 
Epsom and Ewell Council’s refusal to 
allow the erection of a five-storey block 
of 30 flats with 18 garages, or alterna- 
tively a four-storey or three-storey block 
of flats at Mongers-lane and Reigate-road, 
Ewell, has been to dismiss the appeal 
without prejudice to the submission of a 
new application to build not more than 

15 flats on the site. 


At the inquiry held before Mr. R. J. 
Harris, inspector to the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, it was stated 
for the council that the site under dis- 
cussion was shown on the town map as a 
residential area with a gross density of 
ten people to the acre, and that they 
wished to preserve the existing amenities 
and distinctive character of that part of 
Ewell. Also that the access drive, which 
needed a 5 ft. footpath, was not adequate 
for the use of motor vehicles. 


Mr. Dawson contended that his pro- 
posal would not be inappropriate in view 
of the fact that a number of three-storey 
blocks were already in existence in the 
area, and that taking into account the 
open land to the south, the density would 
not be excessive. In his opinion some 
diversification of development in the area 
was desirable since there was such a 
strong demand for flats there. 


In his report Mr. Harris said while flat 
development would not necessarily be 
inappropriate where some diversity of 
development appeared desirable, in his 
opinion the proposed five-storey block 
was of too great a density. All three 
proposals showed a lack of regard for the 
reasonable amenities and privacy of the 
properties which would be overlooked 


Obituary 
R. H. Aisher 


IT WAS with regret that we announced last 
week the death of Mr. Richard Harry 
Aisher, director of The Marley Tile 
(Holding) Company Ltd., and second son 
of the company’s founder. He passed 
away in a London hospital on December 
12, and leaves a widow, son and two 
daughters.

The Minister accepted Mr. Harris’s 
findings and agreed with him that any 
of the proposed schemes would represent 
over-development of the site although flat 
development there need not necessarily 
be inappropriate. In the Minister’s view 
it was desirable that any block or blocks 
of flats should be built so that they did 
not look across the gardens of Stane-way. 
Also that it was important to preserve as 
many of the existing trees as possible. 
In order to achieve this, it might be that 
not more than about 15 flats would be 
acceptable on the site. 


Council’s Refusal to Allow 
Erection of Flats Upheld 
by Minister 
IN UPHOLDING the refusal of Epsom and 
Ewell Council to allow New Ideal Home- 
steads Ltd., Epsom, to build 28 flats and 
22 garages on the site of Down Lodge, 
Church-street, Epsom, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government has not 
barred the way to a fresh application, 
with plans for the building of flats on the 

land, being made. 

An inquiry was held after an appeal 
against the council‘s decision had been 
lodged. Mr. R. J. Harris, the Ministry 
inspector, in his report observed that the 
appellants had based their appeal on the 
argument that they could only design a 
building of sufficient size to compare with 
nearby properties if they erected flats. 
It was considered that this scheme might

have the effect of increasing densities and 
harming amenities. In his opinion an 
extensive site close to the centre of 
Epsom and surrounded by large buildings, 
would be the normal place to find a block 
of flats. He could not agree with the 
statement that the owners would not look 
after the property, nor that its appearance 
must necessarily destroy the exceptional 
character of the district. 

Mr. Harris considered that neither 
individual houses, nor a large formal 
block would be suitable. His opinion was 
that the site could best be developed by 
building 18 flats contained in two or three 
blocks, carefully but informally sited and 
landscaped so that they would fit in 
unobtrusively with the street scene. 


Institute of Hospital 
Building Supervisors 


Five New Branches Formed 


A MEETING of the executive committee of 
the Institute of Hospital Building Super- 
visors was held at the Kingsway Hospital, 
Derby, on October 29. The members 
were welcomed by the chairman of the 
Hospital Management Committee, ALD. 
BOWMAN, who said that the modernisa- 
tions now being carried out in hospitals 
had been long awaited and that those 
already completed should be considered 
very carefully when planning future 
works, as a great deal could be learned 
from them. In fact if persons who carried 
out these works were asked if they would 
do the same again, they often said that 
they could improve on their original 
ideas. 

The MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT spoXe on 
the changes in hospitals from the patient 
angle, and in his experience the altera- 
tions which had taken place had shown 
a very definite improvement in the health, 
both mentally and physically, of the 
patient.

The 
most prominent of these were the recruit- 
ing of members, publicity for the Insti- 
tute, and the duties and responsibilities 
of hospital building supervisors. 

It was reported at the meeting that new 
branches had been established in Wales, 
Birmingham, Portsmouth and two London 
regions.

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Multi-storey Parking Garages 


New Design and Planning

IT MUST ONLY be a matter of time before 
off-street parking will be supplying almost 
all of the parking space required in con- 
gested central areas; a pattern will be de- 
veloped over a city area which will in- 
clude several types of parking facilities 
kerbside (metered or free), surface car 
parks, perhaps underground garages, and 
also multi-storey parking garages—depen- 
dent upon the density of demand and 
relative land values. Location will be 
controlled by the planning authority and 
have regard to traffic conditions. 

Multi-storey parking garages usually 
comprise a main floor where cars are re- 
ceived into the building and discharged, 
with several floors above. Because of 
the high capacity in relation to site area, 
this type of parking facility will no doubt 
be the most common solution in the cen- 
tral areas and make the greatest contribu- 
tion to the relief of congestion. There 
are two main types of multi-storey 
garages; those in which the interchange 
of cars between different levels is effected 
by ramps and those in which the move- 
ment is effected by mechanical means. In 
former years car lifts were used for inter- 
floor transport but this practice is now 
regarded as obsolescent. 

The ramp type of garage has been built 
with as many as ten storeys above en- 
trance level, but a long drive up the ramps 
is unpopular with customers and in the 
United States the normal height is about 
five storeys. Where the demand and site 
values and conditions dictate a solution 
with a small floor area and greater height, 
some form of mechanical parking is more 
appropriate. 


Some Planning Requirements 


If economy is to be built in to the 
design of a multi-storey parking garage 
it is essential that the most careful con- 
sideration should be given to the struc- 
tural grid, in the first place dimensionally 
to ensure that, if columns are unavoid- 
able, there is no more nor less than a 
complete number of parking stalls be- 
tween the columns, and in the other 
direction to allow for parking stalls 
on both sides of the access aisles; 
there must also be regard for ten- 
dencies in motor car design and 
protection from obsolescence — at 
least one parking garage completed in 
recent years in the USA will not house 
1960 models economically, and it has been 
said that a parking garage may easily lose 
one-third of its capacity through changes 
in car design. Second, because the floors 
are heavily loaded, it may happen that 
a small increase above a moderate span

can increase the cost quite disproportion- 
ately, and column spacing of 26 ft. in 
each direction has been advocated. 

Another authority says the structural 
demand is for long-span bays in one direc- 
tion, placing all columns in the fringes 
of floors or parking levels, with no inter- 
ference by columns within parking areas. 
It is claimed that although this may be 
costly structurally, the functional gain 
may be well worth the extra expense. 
Early multi-storey garages were clad with 
external window walls, but these are now 
regarded as an unnecessary extravagance. 
The first garage in the USA to omit them 
was built in Boston in 1935, and almost 
without exception this example has been 
followed in post-war American and 
Canadian examples, the early objections 
about fire risk having been proved to be 
without foundation. To attain maximum 
economy, use must be made of the open 
roof top as an extension of the parking 
area. 

Ramp Garages 


The main elements of a ramp garage 
are: 

(a) The space in the entrance where 
cars await acceptance and where they 
are delivered. Because it is the place 
where cars collect before being moved 
into the parking area, it is commonly 
referred to as the reservoir. 

(b) The ramp or ramps from street 
level to the upper parking floors. 

(c) Lifts, stairs or other means of 
inter-floor travel. 

(d) The parking floor which accom- 
modates (i) the parking stalls, and (ii) 
the aisles giving access to those stalls. 
Entrances and exits should be as far 

as possible from street inter-sections; 
their location should be discussed with 
the local authority. 

The reservoir space is the open area 
between the entrance and the ramp where 
at peak hours cars will tend to bunch 
together if there is any slowing down of 
the regular flow, and thus reduce the pos- 
sibility of a waiting queue overflowing 
into the highway. This reservoir is of 
much greater importance where elevators 
are used or in a mechanical parking 
garage than in a ramp garage; in those 
cases an outward reservoir is also required 
for delivery of cars to waiting customers 
and a waiting room. 

The planning of the entrance floor 
should also provide for the manager’s and 
cashier’s office and for such ancillary 
accommodation as may be required. The 
promoters may, for instance, wish to in- 
corporate waiting rooms (to be used in 
a ramp garage as meeting points rather 


than to suggest delay in delivery) and 
toilet accommodation, perhaps a cafeteria. 
A filling station or service and repair 
facility may be embodied in the scheme 
or the street frontages might be used as 
sales space or let off for lock-up shops. 
The minimum administrative and book- 
keeping procedure to be accommodated 
requires (1) a fixed position and means of 
issuing to each arriving parker an identi- 
fying ticket receipt which bears the time 
of arrival; (2) a system of locating cars 
(on floor levels rather than in particular 
stalls); and (3) another fixed point for the 
collection of parking fees and a cashier's 
Office. 

There are two main types of ramp: 
those that provide a path for vehicles 
travelling up or down completely separate 
from parking movements, and _ those 
whose path coincides with the aisles 
between parking stalls. The latter type 
requires less space per car park because 
of the dual use of the aisles, but more 
interruptions to vehicle movement are 
likely, more delays are probable, and also 
the risk of more accidents. The clear- 
way type provides for the speediest and 
safest movement of cars and should be 
incorporated in all cases where customer 
parking is adopted. 

Ramps may be curved or straight in 
plan; the former require more floor area 
but as straight ramps necessitate turning 
space at the floor level the relative space 
loss is  inconsiderable. Very many 
different arrangements of ramps have 
been used: broadly they may be classified 
as either parallel straight, opposed 
straight, or circular. There is also an 
ingenious arrangement of staggered floor 
levels invented many years ago by 
Fernand E. d’Humy. 

Certain standard desirable require- 
ments are common to all these varieties of 
ramps: (1) The gradient should not nor- 
mally exceed 1 in 10 but in exceptional 
cases 1 in 7 may be tolerated for short 
ramps; (2) ramp grades should be blended 
at floor levels to provide adequate under- 
clearance of cars; (3) straight ramps 
should be 12 ft. wide between kerbs; and 
(4) curves should have a minimum radius 
of 23 ft. measured on the centre line and 
a minimum width of 12 ft. 

A clear ceiling height of 7 ft. 6 in. to 
8 ft. is generally recommended. 


Mechanical Garages 


There is a growing trend towards 
mechanical garages in conditions where 
land costs are very high and available site 
areas restricted, thus necessitating a 
building considerably higher than the five 
storeys usually regarded as the maximum 
for a ramp garage. Numerous designs 
have been produced and there are already 
a number of proven mechanical parking 
systems. They have been shown to be 
capable of being operated without serious 
risk of mechanical breakdown, of meeting 
load demands and of being operated 
profitably.

The Week in Parliament 
From Our Own Correspondent 


New Building by Regent's 
Park 


THE PROPOSED new building for the 
headquarters of the Royal College of 
Physicians, on the east side of Regent’s 
Park, has been referred to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government 
because it constitutes a departure from 
the approved development plan, in which 
this area is allocated for residential use, 
said MR. HENRY BROOKE in a written reply 
on December 12 to MR. G. JOHNSON SMITH. 

MR. BROOKE said that the proposal 
involved the demolition of Someries 
House, which was originally designed by 
Nash as an adult orphanage, but little 
remained of his design; it had been 
extensively altered and was now used as 
Government offices. In 1946 the Gorell 
Committee reported that this building 
could and should be demolished. This 
view was accepted by the Crown Estate 
Commissioners, who decided to choose a 
skilled developer, advised by an architect 
acceptable to them, to redevelop the site 
in harmony with the surrounding Nash 
buildings and terraces. 


Satisfactory Designs 


The Minister continued: * The scheme 
of redevelopment has been prepared by 
Messrs. Denys Lasdun and Partners for 
the Royal College of Physicians. The 
RFA Commission say that they are well 
satisfied with the design: they feel that 
it would be acceptable as a neighbour to 
the Regency Buildings which are to be 
preserved. The Crown Estate Commis- 
sioners have given their consent to the 
plans. It is intended that all the trees 
on the western boundary facing Regents 
Park shall be retained. The St. Pancras 
Borough Council have no objection, sub- 
ject to questions of access, and the LCC 
are disposed to grant planning permis 
sion. 

‘Before I authorise them to do so, I 
have arranged for a small model of 
the building and its setting to be exhi- 
bited in the Houses of Parliament for a 
week, so that members may have the 
chance to see the design for this impor- 
tant proposed building and its relation- 
ship to the Nash Terraces.’ 


Other Business 


Development of Parliament-street Area 
SIR NEILL COOPER-KEY asked the Minis- 
ter of Works on December 7 for what 
purpose his department had bought the 
premises of the St. Stephen's Club. 
LORD JOHN HOPE wrote: ‘As I informed 
the House during the debate on Mem- 
bers’ accommodation on March 31, 1960, 
the Government has applied for the 
designation for Government development 
of the whole of the Bridge-street/Parlia- 
ment-street /Embankment site. The com- 
mittee of the St. Stenhen’s Club asked 
whether I would be prepared to acquire 
immediately the freehold of their premises 
and, as it proved possible to reach agree- 
ment on price, the premises are being 


purchased with vacant possession on 
January 1, 1961. A supplementary esti- 
mate to cover expenditure during the cur- 
rent financial year will be presented in 
due course.’

Planning and Public Relations 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, during his reply to an 
adjournment debate on December 8 
about planning permission on a site at 
Mangotsfield, Bristol, commented that it 
was important that local planning 
authorities should take particular care 
that their public relations were such as 
to make it absolutely plain that justice 
had been done as well as actually to do 
justice. 

He said the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government had this point very 
much in mind and when he sent out a 
circular which would precede the bring- 
ing into force of the Public Bodies 
(Admission to Meetings) Act, 1960, he 
would be giving some advice to local 
planning authorities, including delegated 
ones, on this point. 


The Brick Shortage 

MR. KERSHAW asked the Minister of 
Works on December 8 whether he was 
aware of a shortage of bricks which was 
endangering the progress of the housing 
programme, particularly in the area of 
the Stroud urban district council, and 
what steps he was taking to remedy the 
shortage. 

LORD JOHN HOPE wrote in reply: ‘1 
know that demands for some types of 
bricks cannot be met at short notice in 
spite of the fact that this year both the 
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production and deliveries of bricks have 
been at post-war record levels. I am 
encouraging increased productions, early 
ordering of supplies and the wider use of 
other materials where possible help to 
prevent delays. I understand that by 
varying its specification the Stroud UDC 
is helping to overcome its difficulties." 


Accelerating Hospital Building 


MR, ENOCH POWELL, Minister of Health, 
indicated in the House of Commons on 
December 12 that he was considering 
measures to accelerate the approval of 
hospital schemes. 

His announcement was welcomed by 
MR. JOHN HALL who had questioned the 
Minister about a lengthy delay in approv- 
ing the High Wycombe War Memorial 
Hospital Scheme. MR POWELL said the 
regional hospital board was authorised on 
November 10 to prepare working draw- 
ings and bills of quantities for the first 
phase. 


Restoration in Carlton Gardens 


MR. R. THOMPSON, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Works, stated in the 
House of Commons on December 13 that 
he hoped that a contract for the restora- 
tion of No. 2 Carlton Gardens, once Lord 
Kitchener's House, would be let next 
summer and work completed in the 
autumn of 1962. ‘The interior planning 
of the building has been revised,’ he said, 
‘but working drawings are now well 
advanced. The principal use will be to 
accommodate the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission.’ 


Garages Over Railway Yards 


LORD BOSSOM asked the Government in 
the Lords on Tuesday, December 13, 
whether since there was great difficulty in 
obtaining suitable sites at ground level for 
large garages, there was any reason why. 
as there were no structural difficulties, the 
land now occupied by railway marshalling 
yards and the railway tracks to many of 
the larger stations of cities should not be 
covered with one or two more parking 
platforms. 

LORD CHESHAM, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport, said there 
was certainly a need in most towns for 
more off-street parking places. The pro- 
vision of parking facilities was a matter 
for local authorities and private enter- 
prise but the BTC were prepared, where 
railway operations permitted, to discuss 
the leasing of sites. If therefore they 
could make mutually satisfactory 
arrangements to increase such facilities 
in the way suggested the Minister of 
Transport would welcome it.

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The Sutton Dwellings Trust 


Infilling on Existing Estates 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Sutton Dwel- 
lings Trust for 1959, just issued, refers to 
the Trustees’ proposals for providing addi- 
tional housing accommodation, mainly 
for old people, by means of infilling on 
some of their estates where there is spare 
land. Forty flats have already been built 
at Manchester and work is in progress 
or likely to be started soon on schemes 
at Bradford, Plymouth and Middlesbrough 
which altogether will provide 111 houses 
and flats. 

The report states that the new building 
is being done as attractively as possible 
with gardens and open spaces, and the 
trustees express the view that these in- 
filling schemes will not in any way ad- 
versely affect the appearance of the 
estates. Where undeveloped land is un- 
suitable for housing, lock-up garages are 
being provided. The possibility of 
further infilling schemes at Hull, Leeds 
and Birmingham is being examined. Apart 
from these schemes extensions to existing 
estates are proposed at Salford and Stoke- 
on-Trent and a new estate is to be built 
at Bolton. 

The trustees acknowledge gratefully the 
co-operation extended by the councils of 


the various cities and boroughs where 
these new schemes are in progress or pro- 
posed. This has resulted in arrangements 
being made whereby most, if not all, of 
the dwellings are to be utilised for the 
re-housing of people from slum clearance 
areas and thereby qualify for the Govern- 
ment subsidy, which is usually supple- 
mented by a rate contribution. 

The work of improving and modernis- 
ing the older houses and flats has been 
continued during the year. The Trust has 
now installed new fires in the living rooms 
of nearly one-third of the dwellings built 
before 1939. Progress is now being made 
with the improvement of the electrical 
installations, and the provision of wash- 
hand-basins in bathrooms where such 
facilities did not previously exist. Nearly 
£70,000 was spent in 1959 on new build- 
ings and improvements. 

Including those in course of construc- 
tion, the Trust now owns 8,132 dwellings 
comprising 4,261 houses and 3,871 flats. 
The earliest schemes were developed 
before 1914 but the bulk of the dwel- 
lings were built from 1926 onwards. The 
capital fund of the Trust now amounts 
to £4,882,544 and in 1959 the surplus on

teamwork between the various sections 
that go to make up the building industry 

architects, quantity surveyors and 
builders—-were expressed by SIR HAROLD 
GILLETT, BT, when he proposed the toast 
of the Association at the annual luncheon 
of LMBA Central Area No. 3, which was 
held at the Connaught Rooms, WC2, on 
December 14, with the chairman of the 
Area, Mr. L. H. Colls, FIOB, in the chair. 

‘Looking at some of the new buildings 
going up in the City,’ said Sir Harold, 
‘one wonders, with all due deference, 
whether you do have enough teamwork. 
You are master craftsmen—do you ever 
say to yourselves, “ Why should we go on 
building this monstrosity?” After all, 
you will be labelled with it. Do you do 
it as a team?’ 

In his response MR. E. J. COOK, FIOB, 
president of the LMBA, said that in the 
building industry today the emphasis was 
on management—it was people that 
mattered. In the early days of the century 
it was craftsmanship, between the two 
World Wars technical matters, but he 
thought that today all three were achiev- 
ing a better balance than hitherto. 

As a result of the increasing emphasis 
that the industry was putting on training 
and management, and the employment of 
business consultants to assist in improv- 
ing efficiency, Mr. Cook thought that the 
building industry had now reached a posi- 
tion where management was ahead of the 
labour available to it. 

Referring to the ‘disappointing pro- 
gress’ of the code of tendering proce- 
dure, which had taken five years to 


produce, the president said that the in- 
dustry had got to go all out now to get 
the code adopted. This ‘ enlightened 
document’ should be welcomed by all. 
Builders were at present bedevilled by 
premature starting of work and handi- 
capped by the absence of full information 
and documentation, he declared. 

The toast of the guests was proposed 
by MR. H. F. ANDERSON, FIOB, senior vice- 
chairman, CA3, and the response was by 
MR. M. CLIFFE, MP.

Service Agreement for 
General Foremen 


LRC to Consider Question 


THE question of service agreements for 
general foremen came under considera- 
tion at a recent meeting of the London 
Regional Council of Builders’ Foremen 
and Clerks of Works, when MR. F. Jj. 
BEACH-BARNARD informed the Council 
that there had been considerable discus- 
sion within the LBFA on this subject. 
These discussions had arisen from 
reports received from members of an 
increasing number of cases where general 
foremen of long standing were employed 
without a service agreement and, because 
of changes of management or of company 
policy, became redundant and were dis- 
charged without any means of redress. 

There was a considerable discussion on 
various aspects of this matter, and it was 
ultimately agreed that, to enable the 
Council to examine this matter in close 
detail, Mr. Beach-Barnard should prepare 
a paper for consideration at a later meet- 
ing of the Council. 


National Fireplace 
Makers’ Association 


Mr. H. Rudland Elected Chairman 


THE FIFTEENTH annual general meeting of 
the National Fireplace Makers’ Associa- 
tion took place in London on December 
8. Mr. H. Rudland (A. R. & W. Cleaver 
Ltd., Northampton) and Mr. Martin de 
Bertodano (Claygate Fireplaces Ltd., Clay- 
gate, Surrey) were elected chairman and 
vice-chairman respectively. Mr. Rudland, 
former vice-chairman of the Association, 
succeeds Mr. Lionel A. Walters (English 
Fireplaces (Galleon) Ltd., Tolworth, 
Surrey), chairman for the past three years.

1. Cladding 


On a recently completed office block 
in Birmingham there was an interesting 
use of BRONZE TIES to secure the wall clad- 
ding. The ties were firmly secured by a 
fish-tailed end into the brickwork and the 
cladding panels were held by means of a 
dowel, passed through a hole in the tile 
and fixed into sockets in the top and 
bottom slabs. This made a positive fix- 
ing, restricting movement in all directions 
with each panel fixed at four points. The 
horizontal joints of the panels were sealed 
with asbestos rope dipped in bitumen. 

An advantage in using bronze is that 
whilst it has a high tensile strength, the 
ties can easily be bent into offsets by the 
brickmaker, giving vertical tolerance.

2. Connectors 


A new range of TUBE FITTINGS has been 
introduced specifically for jointing Poly- 
thene tube.

The tube is pushed into the fitting, the 
locking nut twisted with the hand and 
a leakproof joint made.

4. Roofing 


Almost all manufacturers of roofing 
sheets produce standard SOAKER FLANGES 
with a corrugated base to match the 
sheeting profile. These are perfectly 
satisfactory for use with extract ventila- 
tors, where the exact position is not 
critical within an inch or two, but with 
boiler flues and some other types of out- 
let the position of the flue is fixed, and 
it is unlikely that it will coincide exactly 
with the sheeting corrugations. 


To overcome this difficulty a two-piece 
soaker flange with a flat base has been 
produced and these have been made to 
suit flues up to 3 feet in diameter. It 
requires a flashing at its top edge, but is 
divided horizontally so that it can be 
easily fitted round flues which are already 
in position.

5. Stee/lwork 


When using high tensile STEEL BEAMS 
with a span to depth ratio exceeding 
14 to 1, it is necessary to reduce the 
working stress in order to avoid excessive 
deformation. The steel joist can, of 
course, be stiffened by a concrete casing, 
except that when such a beam is loaded 
to its working stress, the concrete around 
the tension flange becomes tensioned 
with the steel and loses its strengthening 
value. One way round these problems 
has been found by preflexing the beams 
in the manufacturing process, when a 
stress is induced in the steel joists 
slightly in excess of that produced by 
maximum working load. Whilst held in 
this position, a concrete casing is applied 
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to the tension flange which, on the 
release of the beam loading, precom- 
presses the concrete. The result is that 
when the beam is subjected to working 
load as part of a structure, the steel joist 
and flange concrete are capable of work- 
ing together without the concrete crack- 
ing.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


BRITISH WEST INDIES.—The Govern- 
ments of the United States, Antigua, the 
United Kingdom and the West Indies 
concluded the third part of Stage Two 
of the West Indies Bases talks in Antigua 
on December 14. Under the new 
arrangements the United States delega- 
tion has agreed to release about 900 acres 
including Coolidge Field, retaining about 
300 acres for use in connection with its 
own missile space exploration programme. 
The United States has also agreed to 
make available a sum of (US) $350,000 
in the current fiscal year up to June, 
1961, to finance (a) completion of plans 
and studies required in connection with 
a deep-water harbour in Antigua; (b) par- 
ticipation in the extension of Coolidge 
Airport runway up to 9,000 ft. including 
the supply of commodities and technical 
services; and (c) provision of storage 
bins and dryers for Antigua’s cornmeal 
industry. The delegations of the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Antigua 
further agreed that special consideration 
would be given in the future to the 
development of other projects including: 
(1) A sanitary sewerage system; (2) aug- 
menting the supply of underground 
water; (3) provision of rural electrifica- 
tion; (4) provision of facilities and equip- 
ment in education in respect of teacher 
training and secondary schools; and (5) 
construction and maintenance of access 
roads. This agreement will be ratified at 
a later conference in Trinidad next year.

The con- 
struction of 10,500 flats during October 
brought the total for the three months 
ending in October to 30,300, an increase 
of more than 20 per cent on the same 
period last year. 


Housing in Nigeria 
‘ Local Techniques the Answer’ 


THE PROBLEM of low-cost housing in 
Nigeria can be solved only by using local 
building material and techniques, CHIEF 
S. L. AKINTOLA, Western Nigeria’s Premier, 
asserted at the opening session of the 
recent West African Works Conference in 
Ibadan. The Premier said he had high 
hopes that the West African Building 
Research Institute at Accra would 
develop improvements in the standard of 
building and housing in all West African 
countries. He also said that his Govern- 
ment attaches great importance to the 
training of indigenous technicians to 
supervise development schemes. 

At present, 276 Western Nigerians are 
taking engineering courses in the United 
Kingdom and at colleges in West Africa. 
Of these, 131 are training as civil 
engineers; 36 as mechanical engineers; 57 
as electrical engineers; 41 as architects. 
and four as quantity surveyors. 

Chief Akintola told the engineers, who 
came from both English and French- 
speaking countries in West Africa, that 
their technical knowledge and experience 
had a ‘great part to play in helping 
governments to improve the standard of

Half the number of 
houses will be built by the Scottish 
Special Housing Association.
